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THE  BROTHERS  RALPH  AND  WILLIAM  SPRAGUE

We  know  that  Ralph  and  William  Sprague  were  the  sons  of  Edward 
Sprague,  fuller,  and  his  wife  Christian,  of  Upwey,  county  Dorset,  England, 
as  they  are  mentioned  in  his  will,  dated  IG  June  1614.  He  had  altogether 
six  children,  three  of  whom  came  to  America.  Of  these  three,  only  Ralph 
and  William  concern  us.
